I T IS DIFFICULT for most Canadians to realize— 
let alone understand—that political fcelinss can 
run ao high i(i some countries that many soveriunent 
leaders Bve In constant fear of assaaslnatlon 

Yet today such a situatien exiats In no fFwvr 
than a dozen Independent repubhea each of whom, 
oddly enough, bear Ihe outward sign of responsibility 
and stability of United Nations membership. 

Undoubtedly, perhaps, this malady of Insecurity 
and dissatisfaction Is at its most virulent In South 
America. Africa and Asia where self-determination 
and political' freedom are new things open to inter¬ 
pretation and experimentation. 

But the fatal ailment is not restricted to these 
continents alone. In Europe, ihe acknowledged cradle 
of Western civilization, the disease is spreading rap¬ 
idly on both sides of the Iron Curtain. From the 
West's point of view. Its mosl dMurbIng manlfeila- 
tion is the recent attempt on President de Gkulle'i 
life. 

Since assuming office nearly three years ago, 
there have been at lea.st four knowTi attempts made lo 
aasaisingte the general and perhaps as many again 
which have not been reported. Should any of them 
have succeeded not only would France have been left 
without a leader but the whole defence complex of 
the NATO alliance could have been thrown out of bal¬ 
ance. Even now this danger has not diminished— 
rather has it Increased. 

Unfortunately there ia little that can be done 
to rectify the matter. But it is as well to recognize 
the threat for what it is, and lo be thankful that 
our own Canadian politicians still believe that mere 
character assasaination of their opponents is prefer¬ 
able to total elimination.
